vator are ready lo do o'.»r walking for us, and too many of us 
are ready to let them do if. 
And, furthermore, walking has 


.gone oui of fashion. 
Perhaps thai is one of the strongest 


counts against it. 


There are individuals who still like lo walk, but ihc masses 


object. They prefer the transportation (hat is always al hand 
iu the cilics and.large towns, and if Ihere is nol public trans- 
portation the horse must be hilched up, if [he owner has not 
also an automobile, even though ihc distance lo be traveled is 
shorl. 
With Ihe vast majority of people Ihere innsl be no 


walking if il can possibly be avoided. 


Out while walking can be eliminated lo a large extent, as il 


is by altogether too many pebple, il is impossible lo eliminate 
the fact lhal most men and women would lie .belter oil' if Ihey 
would do more walking. 
It is nol necessary to attempt big 


stunts, lo see how much ground one can cover in an hour, a 
half day or a day. 


The papers are telling of a man well along in Ihc sixties who 


is an enthusiast on the subject of walking, .and who takes 
walks of 500 miles, but nolhing of (his sort is necessary in the 
case of (he average person.
